Information Feedback 


Our friend who runs the Oldsmobile 
agency down at the corner has seen the 
assembly-line action at the factory many 
times, but he does not cease to marvel. 
At the least-formal luncheon club table in 
town he explained the methods used. 

“They’ve got this engine block up here,” 
he says, diagramming the factory by run- 
ning his thumbnail across the tablecloth. 
“And they have this machine that goes 
all around inside each cylinder and 
measures it to less than a thousandth of 
an inch, and the measurement is tele- 
graphed to this department. way over here, 
and it automatically sets the lathes so that 
every piston is ground for the cylinder it 
is to fit, and when they bring the pistons 
up to the block, each one drops into the 
cylinder for which it tailor- 
made, you might say.” 


Fred Bryant’s thumbnail had illustrated 
modern industry’s increasing dependence 
on automation for the collection and feed- 
back of information. In less than a min- 
utc he had explained why the automatic 
gathering and automatic use of informa- 
tion resulted in a better automobile. 


Most of the men who operate race 
tracks consider feedback of information 
indispensable in modern industry — but 
unnecessary in modern racing. Hence we 
have no modern racing. The condition 
books of 1959 represent not the slightest 
improvement over those of 1899, and pos- 
sibly they show actual deterioration. 

In these days of strong competition 
for the dollars to be spent for entertain- 
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ment and sport, the methods of the 19th 
century are likely to prove inadequate. A 
few more decades of pretending that ig- 
norance is the best policy may be enough 
to reveal some gross defects in the struc- 
ture and methods of horse racing. and 
we will be fortunate if the revelation 
comes in time for remedy. Despite the 
rosy deceptions of speakers who derive 
from gross annual totals the conclusion 
that racing is in robust health, there are 
signs to the contrary. Whether for arrang- 
ing a stallion service for 1960 or assem- 
bling data in support of lower taxation 
rates, we are handicapped because we lack 
organized information. 

Encouraged by the management of sev- 
eral tracks, we set up, shortly after World 
War II. a punch-card system for proces- 
sing racing information, hoping that, when 
it was fully established, it would become 
the industry’s property. When the money 
hed been spent and the information was 
ready for delivery. the tracks decided they 
didn’t want it. Only a fraction of the 
cost could be borne by selling to publica- 
tions. When we failed to sell the tracks, 
or rather to “keep them sold,” the venture 
was liquidated and the loss written off 
by the few men who had put the major 
part of the capital. Either they were 
ahead of their time or they needed a better 
salesman. 

Now we see in the papers that a firm 
in Wilmington proposes a service not un- 
like that offered in 1946, and, what is 
more important, that it has 2 New Jersey 
tracks as customers. Garden State Park’s 
executive vice president Walter Donovan. 
according to the Associated Press. calls 


it “possibly the most important mechanical 
development in horse racing since intro- 
duction of the automatic totalizator.” 


We hope the firm prospers, and that 
the tracks stay with it long enough to 
realize the full potential of information 
feedback — and long enough to make 
some other institutions in racing aware 
of the possibilities. 

Other institutions, from The Jockey 
Club to the public relations office, could 
profit through the use of automation. 
As a matter of sound business and com- 
mon sense, it would appear that the con- 
siderable expense of organizing informa- 
tion through the use of punch cards 
should be undertaken as the joint respon- 
sibility of numerous tracks and _ other 
crganizations, since a co-operative effort 
would result in lower costs per item of 
service rendered and would enlarge the 
number of services which might be made 
available. 

Stud books and supplements? Punch 
cards would have them ready for publica- 
tion as fast as the proof could be read. 
The financial advantage or disadvantage 
of a ninth race? The effects of high 
taxation? Probabilities facing the indi- 
vidual breeder and owner? Data for in- 
come tax returns? Sire records? Brood- 
mare records? February weather at Lin- 
coln Downs? The behavior of horse-play- 
ers? Speed-figures for the masses? What 
horses to avoid owning? 

When the information has been punched 
on a million cards, the answers to a 
million questions become available.

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KENTUCKY 
Days of Attrition 


Keeneland’s spring meeting normally 
sguelches more Kentucky Derby hopes 
than it encourages. Among the few stables 
which received encouragement were those 
of Mr. and Mrs. Fred Turner Jr. (*Tomy 
Lee), Calumet Farm (On-and-On), and 
Claiborne Farm (Dunce). Barring a re- 
versal of form in the 114-mile Blue Grass 
Stakes, which was to close the Keeneland 
meeting on Thursday, April 23, other 
Keeneland-based 3-year-olds were a cut 
below the top rank. 

*Tomy Lee, making his first start since 
he hurt a foot in the San Felipe Handicap 
at Santa Anita on February 21, was im- 
pressive in a 7-furlong test on Friday. 
April 17, cantering to a 314-length victory 
in 1:2134, which cut three-fifths of a sec- 
ond from the previous track record. Willie 
Shoemaker shook his whip at the colt’s 
head through the stretch, and *Tomy Lee 
drew off from Darby Dan Farm’s Ben- 
becula (Polynesian—Bonnet Ann) without 
need of additional urging. 

The huge, handsome, and high-spirited 
Benbecula, which won an allowance race 
at Gulfstream Park by 7 lengths just be- 
fore moving to Keeneland, easily held sec- 
ond over Scotland, with *Die Hard, Sput- 
nik, and Hoist Away up the track. Only 
Hoist Away, which was unprepared for 
the start and began when the others were 
about 6 lengths away from the gate, had 
an excuse. 

On-and-On and Dunce had their battle 
the day before *Tomy Lee’s race, dueling 
the length of the stretch in a 6-furlong 
test won by On-and-On in 1:0924. After 
the race Dunce went out an extra furlong; 
he was caught in 1:2214 by the track 
clockers and in 1:22 by trainer Moody 
Jolley. 

It was the first time that On-and-On 
had worn blinkers. Trainer H. A. Jones 
said he planned to run Tim Tam’s half- 
brother in the Derby Trial, which has 
served as the final prep for 5 previous 
Calumet Derby winners, Citation, Ponder, 
Hill Gail, Iron Liege, and Tim Tam. 

Dunce was to get his final warm-up in 
the Blue Grass. Last year Jolley ran 
Nadir in the Trial, but he wants Dunce 
to have a longer gap before attempting 
the Derby. 


Fillies 


Hoist Away may not be good enough 
to give Harry M. Guggenheim’s Cain Hoy 
Stable a stakes win at Churchill Downs 
on May 2, but the stable appears to 
have an excellent chance of winning the 
Kentucky Oaks, the day before the Derby, 
with the Ashland Stakes winner Hidden 
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Talent, a daughter of Dark Star. Of 
course, Hidden Talent’s Oaks chances will 
be lessened greatly if C. V. Whitney’s 
Silver Spoon runs in the Oaks instead 
of the Derby. 

The field for the Ashland included 
nething of established class, although 
several of the starters had shown promise. 
One of these was the favorite, Louis Lee 
Haggin II’s Lucy Locket, winner of both 
of her previous starts. She led for a good 
pertion of the 6 furlongs, but finished 
fifth and came out of the race with 
bucked shins, an ailment which kept her 
out of action most of last year. 

Hidden Talent’s principal opposition 
came from Darby Dan Farm’s Narrissa. 
The daughter of Errard, after running 
with Lucy Locket, held on stoutly, losing 
by a head. She is eligible for the Oaks. 
but the 1;';-mile route appears to be far- 
ther than she will want to go. 

Hidden Talent and Narrissa finished 5 
lengths in front of J. Graham Brewn’s 
Tacking, which may be able to give the 
Cain Hoy filly a tussle at the longer 
distances. Ninth in the 10-horse field at 
the top of the stretch, Tacking made up 
5 lengths in the last quarter and was 
siill gaining at the finish. 

Last year Tacking was unplaced only 
once in 9 starts, the Princess Pat Stakes 
at Arlington Park. In her only other 
added-money effort Fiji beat her a nose 
in the Alcibiades Stakes at Keeneland. 
W. Graves Sparks, who also trains Born- 
astar for Brown, thinks Tacking will be a 
stakes winner “before too many months 
go by.” 

Bornastar is progressing satisfactorily, 
though Sparks has not yet asked her for 
serious work. She is expected to try 
again for the New Castle Stakes and 
Delaware Handicap, the 2 races in which 
she ran poorly last year. “I don’t think 
she likes that track the best in the world,” 
Sparks said, “but I think the weather 
was more to blame last year than the 
track. It was very humid, and she wasn’t 
as lively as usual. This year we'll ship 
in later, ‘just a couple of days before the 
New Castle.” 
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Brown’s stable will race at Churchill 
Downs, then move to Chicago, which will 
be summer headquarters. 


Business 


Keeneland had poor luck with the 
weather on both Saturdays of its spring 
meeting. The first was cold and cloudy; 
the second was warmer, but rain fell 
through most of the afternoon. The loss 
in attendance and mutuel handle on these 
2 days caused the track to suffer slight 
declines in both departments through the 
first 8 days, although all but 2 of the 
weekdays were up slightly from 1958.

The Candidates 


First Landing was shipped to Louisville, 
and he probably will run in the Derby 
Trial. 

Intentionally was taken out of consider- 
ation for the Derby by owner Harry 
Isaacs. 

Silver Spoon will skip the Oaks Prep 
in favor of the Stepping Stone Purse, 
opening day at Churchill Downs. The race 
against colts will determine whether she 
will be a starter on May 2. 

Finnegan, Monk’s Hood, and Royal 
Orbit were to arrive in Louisville Wed- 
nesday, April 22. Finnegan and Royal 
Orbit probably will run in the Trial. 

*Tomy Lee, an impressive winner last 
week at Keeneland, was to run in the 
Blue Grass Stakes, Thursday, April 23. 
as were Benbecula, Dunce, Scotland. 
Bernmattar, Quantrell, Sputnik, That 
Black One, and The Chosen One. 

Our Dad, third in the Wood, after being 
blocked, will run in the Trial, probably 
with Troilus, Hoist Away, Master Palynch, 
John Bruce, Open View, On-and-On. 
Mosby, and Finnegan, Royal Orbit, and 
First Landing. Sword Dancer probably 
will not race before the Derby. 


FLORIDA 
A Little Silky 


Miamr. On a drizzly morning in March 
at Gulfstream Park, trainer Charley San- 
bern sat in his parked car on the infield 
concrete and clocked his mare Commargo. 

When Commargo went under the wire. 
the veteran trainer looked at his watch 
and shrugged, then turned to his com- 
panion. 

“Take a look at this horse I’m running 
today,” Sanborn said, offering the Morn- 
ing Telegraph. “He may be a good one.” 

John Bruce, a 3-year-old bay colt by 
Better Self—Genevra M., by Percentage, 
had won only once as a 2-year-old, but 
even then had indicated that he would 
be a rough horse to beat, once they 
stretched him out. 

Sanborn started John Bruce for the 
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first time April 18 of last year. Going a 
half-mile at Keeneland, the colt was 11th 
at the quarter-pole, 14 lengths out of it. 
and at the wire he was in front by a half- 
length. Silky Sullivan on his best day 
never came from 14 lengths out of it to 
win at 4 furlongs. 

“It was a pretty startling race,” San- 
born agreed. “Dave Erb rode him that 
day, and he was sort of stunned when 
he got off the horse. 

“He told me when he broke so bad he 
figured there wasn’t much point in abusing 
the colt, so he just let him run his own 
race to let him get used to getting hit in 
the face with the dirt. 

“When he got to the eighth-pole. Erb 
says he looked up and saw he was only 5 
or 6 lengths out of it. So he reached down 
and hit the horse twice. He took off like 
a shot and won it all.” 

While John Bruce failed to win in 7 
subsequent starts as a 2-year-old, Sanborn 
had no reason to be disappointed in him. 
In his third race, 514% furlongs at Arling- 
ton Park, John Bruce came from 15 
lengths back to be second. beaten only 
114 lengths. On September 20 at Churchill 
Downs, going 7 furlongs in the slop. he 
was 22 lengths back after a quarter-mile. 
and finished second, beaten 5 lengths by 
Winsome Winner. 

His next start was at a mile in the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes. This time 
he came from 12 lengths back to be third. 
beaten only three-quarters of a length by 
Winsome Winner and Pilot. ; 

His final race as a 2-year-old was at 
Keeneland, in the Breeders’ Futurity at 
7 furlongs. In another typical perform- 
ance, John Bruce was 14 lengths behind 
after a half-mile and was beaten by 234 
lengths. 

John Bruce then developed ankle trou- 
ble, necessitating a 5-month layoff. but 
he is sound now. 

After Commargo pulled up. Sanborn 
drove back to the barn for a look at John 
Bruce. 


The colt, well made, was somewhat 
high in flesh after his long lay-off. 

“He’s not big.” Sanborn said. “but he’s 
a real doer, eats everything you give 
him. Playful as can be around the barn. 
but you put him on the track and he just 
siands there real quiet. He runs kind 
enough — we don’t want to rush him the 
first part anyway. He’s got that one big 
run, and I’d just as soon he saved it for 
the last quarter.” 


On this particular day he was to go 
6% furlongs against good allowance 
herses, and Sanborn didn’t expect too 
much, 


“He needs this one; we haven’t set him 
down to a good stiff mile yet this winter.” 

John Bruce ran true to form, breaking 
ninth and closing steadily to be fourth at 
the wire, 5 lengths behind Javelin, a colt 
he had beaten as a 2-year-old. 
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Hidden Talent, John Sellers up, won the 6-furlong Ashland Stakes at Keene- 
land, April 16. The 3-year-old filly by Dark Star won by a head from Narrissa. 


“Tt went all right, all things considered,” 
Sanborn said after the race. “I'll ship him 
to Lexington. He'll run there the first 
week. He'll go in the Derby Trial, I 
imagine, and if he runs okay in that one 
he'll go in the Derby. 

“I’m not sure right yet whether he'll 
make the Derby or not. But I suspect 
you'll be hearing from him before the 
year is out.” 

John Bruce, owned by K. G. Marshall, 
mede his next start April 10 at Keeneland, 
and he finished third to the public choice, 
On-And-On. 

Sanborn tried him again on April 15, 
against a more moderate field, and John 
Bruce came from behind to win rather 
handily by 2 lengths, getting the 7 fur- 
lengs in 1:27. 

It will be fun seeing how he does when 
the races get longer and the competition 
grows stouter. ArT GRACE 


NEW YORK 


Equine Zwieback 


New York. The day after First Land- 
ing arrived from Florida it snowed. Train- 
er J. H. (Casey) Hayes saw in this a 
sign of better things for Meadow Stable’s 
top 3-year-old. 


“IT guess he was dehydrated,” said 


Hayes of First Landing. “The sun and 
the warmth must have just dried him out 
down there. He had no spark, and those 
races there show that he wasn’t himself. 
This brisk weather up here has perked 
him up a lot. He’s paying attention to 
everything that goes on around him now. 
He’ll nip at you playfully when you walk 
by him. Down there he was downright 
droopy. The only thing I can figure is 
that he was dehydrated, or baked out, or 
something.” 


Hayes let First Landing take it easy 
the first week he was in New York, early 
in March. He brought him over to Jamaica 
one day before the season opened for a 
look at the paddock and a nice slow 
breeze. It appeared from his improved 
looks that Hayes could send the colt into 
the 11-mile Wood Memorial Stakes on 


training alone, if necessary. 


A 6-furlong condition race, for non- 
winners of 2 races since November 29, 
on the Monday before the Wood, seemed 
a better idea, however. The colt ran will- 
ingly all the way, and to those who had 
not seen him run in Florida his form was 
a continuation of that which made him 
the top 2-year-old of 1958. He won by 
3 lengths in 1:10, but the best part 
was the way he did it. First Landing 
had the same control over the situation 
he had shown in all but one race in 1958.

“I noticed a difference as soon as I 
was thrown up on him,” Eddie Arcaro 
said after the race. “In Florida his neck 
looked like a filly’s when you were on 
the middle of him. Now it’s filled out, 
and you know you're on a man. I didn’t 
think he’d gained too much weight when 
I looked at him from the ground, but 
there he certainly looked and felt differ- 
ent. He ran different. too. He wanted to 
do things this time. I had to make him 
in Florida, and after a while he just 
wouldn't.” 

Hayes continued talking about his star’s 
condition in Florida. “Dehydration is the 
only thing I can come up with. Just dried 
out and listless. See those little creases 
in his rump? They were crevasses down 
there. You could put your hand in there. 
But worst of all was his attitude: no 
spark. no life. I guess he just was cooked 
out.” 

Jars of bottled water stood at the end 
of the shed, and Casey said, “It could 
have been the water, too, so I switched 
to bottled water when I came north, just 
to make sure. Old Mr. Fitz seems to do 
fine with that Mountain Valley Water 
from Arkansas. so I thought I’d_ better 
give it a try. 

“I think one thing everybody does is 
compare this colt in size to the other 
Hildene foals. Last year he was chunky 
enough to think that he might turn out 
that way. but this year you can see that 
he has much finer bone structure than 
the *Princequillo colts—Hill Prince. 
Prince Hill, and Third Brother—and he’s 
never going to be their size. He'll be as 
tall, but he'll be leggier and not as broad. 
He’s more *Turn-to than anything else. 
Has the same small. fine head and clean 
lines. I think, in comparing First Land- 
ing to what the others looked like, you 
might think he was drawn and a bit un- 
derweight, but he'll never be their size.” 

The change in climate wasn’t enough 
to let First Landing win this year’s 
Wood. Emil Dolce’s Manassa Mauler, a 
64-1 shot not eligible for the Derby or 
anything else at the moment. walked into 
the winner’s circle at Jamaica. 

First Landing went out with 2 speed- 
balls, Elkcam Stable’s Atoll and Brook- 
field Farm’s Intentionally, and cooked 
them in 7 furlongs; but by then he had 
used so much of himself that he had 
nothing left to hold off the rush of Man- 
assa Mauler. The time was 1:4985, and 
only Bold Ruler had run the Wood faster 
since it was set at 9 furlongs in 1952. 

The Wood was an odd race, but if 
nothing else it proved that First Landing 
could outrun Atoll and Intentionally. The 
3 had a race of their own for the first 7 
furlongs. Around the first turn and down 
the backstretch Atoll and First Landing 
ran head-and-head, with Intentionally a 
half-length behind. Intentionally began to 
fade at the three-eighths-pole. 
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At the head of the stretch Atoll began 
dropping back, and Arcaro, seeing Man- 
assa Mauler coming up on his left, went 
to violent exercise. Two quick cracks of 
his whip brought First Landing away from 
Atoll, but Manassa Mauler, coming from 
fourth place, was right there on the in- 
side, and Patrice Jacobs’ Our Dad was 
steaming up from the rear, sneaking 
through along the rail. 

First Landing and Manassa Mauler ran 
zs a team for a sixteenth of a mile. and 
this cost Our Dad the race. The Palestin- 
ian colt had no place to go but up as 
Pete Anderson waited for the pair to 
split or Manassa Mauler to come off the 
rail. When neither happened, Our Dad 
broke stride, and as Manassa Mauler 
started to draw away, Our Dad followed 
through to be lapped on First Landing at 
the finish. 

Jamaica’s crowds are generally blase. 
but they whooped at the $129.50 price 
on the winner. A bit later they wondered 
why, when approximately the same crowd 
had made the winner 7-1 against all but 
First Landing and Our Dad in the Gotham 
Stakes a week earlier. 

Manassa Mauler was 7-1 in the Gotham 
because he had won twice over the Ja- 
maica track. once in the slop.

Veto 


Gov. Nelson Rockefeller last week ve- 
toed a bill which would have allowed the 
New York State Racing Commission to 
block the prompt dissemination of racing 
news. 

“In curtailing press, radio. and _tele- 
vision coverage of racing events, this 
measure reaches further than intended by 
the draftsman,” the governor said. 

The purpose of the bill had been to 
stop illegal transmission of racing news. 
but in doing this it had conferred upon 
the commission the power to black out 
race reports from tracks for 30 minutes 
after each event. Neither law-enforcement 
officials nor the racing commission had 
requested a law of this nature. 


TAXES 


Hunger in the Treasury 


Legislatures in California and Ohio this 
weck were considering measures to in- 
crease taxes on pari-mutuel betting. 

In California, an Assembly committee 
on revenue and taxation voted 10 to 6 
in favor of a measure which would (1) 
increase the pari-mutuel take from 13 to 
15 per cent, with the extra 2 per cent 
going to the state; (2) reduce the track’s 
share of the handle from 7 to 6.5 per cent 
for the first $100.000,000 and from 7 to 
6 per cent on all over $100.000.000; and 
(3) increase the state’s share of the 


breakage by dividing with the tracks to 
$100,000 and allowing the state all break- 
age over $100,000. 

The California measure also would 
channel all racing revenue into the gen- 
eral fund rather than earmark specific 
shares for education, conservation, fairs, 
etc. 

In Ohio, a tax committee of the House 
of Representatives approved 12 to 9 a 
measure which would increase the take 
at running tracks from 1314 to 1614 per 
cent and at trotting tracks from 14 to 
17 per cent. 

Under the existing racing law, the 
state’s share of the taxes at Thoroughbred 
tracks is scaled from 234 to 634 per cent. 
and the proposed law would increase the 
scale to as high as 10 per cent. 


OBITUARY 
Philip A. Klipstein 


Philip A. Klipstein, 77, died of a heart 
attack Thursday, April 16, at Mercy Hos- 
pital, Bakersfield, Calif. 

Mr. Klipstein, a native of Virginia, had 
lived near Bakersfield since his early 
childhood. He had been in the cattle 
business nearly all his adult life, and at 
one time he owned and leased more than 
200,000 acres of California land. He sold 
most of his holdings and retired about 10 
years ago. 

For about 50 years racing had been 
among Mr. Klipstein’s keenest interests. 
He owned his first race horses in 1906, 
and his most successful years on the 
track were during his association with 
Tom Ross, with whom he raced Swirling 
Abbey and Silky Sullivan. With Swirling 
Abbey they won the 1956 California Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association Sales 
Stakes, Del Mar Futurity, and Golden 
Gate Futurity, and with Silky Sullivan 
they took the Golden Gate Futurity and 
1958 Santa Anita Derby. 

Mr. Klipstein for many years was a 
member of the board of directors of Del 
Mar. 

Survivors include his wife, Angela Klip- 
stein, and 2 daughters, Mrs. Robert Tay- 
lor, of Newport Beach, and Mrs. Jack 
Lovegren, of San Jose. 


Monte Weil 


Monte Weil, veteran trainer and racing 
official, died Friday, April 3, at his home 
at Ocala, Fla. He had operated a public 
stable in the Chicago area for many years 
before becoming a steward at Gulfstream 
Park in 1949. He also was associated with 
Hawthorne Park and Sportsman’s Park, 
in Chicago, and with Beulah Park, near 
Cleveland. 

Mr. Weil about 4 years ago was hos- 
pitalized with tuberculosis, and last fall 
he returned to his residence at Ocala.

The top-ranked 2-year<ld fillies in France in 
1957 were Texana (60 kilos) and Bella Paola (59 
kilos), both owned by Francois Dupre. The 
sprinting Texana won each of her 11 races, and in 


her last appearance of the year she beat older 
horses in the 5-furlong Prix de l’Abbaye de Long- 
champ, on October 6. Third in the field of 7 was 
Texana’s year-older brother *Mystic II. It was the 
last race of the year for both horses, and the 
last for *Mystic If under M. Dupre’s colors. 


In the winter of 1957-58 *Mystic IL was brought 
to the U. S. by C. Mahlon Kline, chairman of the 
board of Smith, Kline, and French Laboratories, 
a pharmaceutical house. The colt won 3 races last 
year, and among his placings was a third to 
*Anxious Moment and One-Eyed King in the 13¢- 
mile New York Handicap, October 20 at Belmont 
Park. 

*Mystic I] wintered in Florida, and on January 
31 he was unplaced to General Arthur in the 1;%- 
mile Bougainvillea Turf Handicap. He did not run 
again until March 26 when he won a_ 1;4-mile 
event at Jamaica. On April 1 he was second to 
Village Idiot at the same distance. 

For the Westchester Handicap, *Mystic II was 
fourth choice, behind Tenacious, Whitley, and 
Village Idiot. Whitley outran the others into the 
turn, and down the backstretch held a half-length 
lead cver Kingmaker and Village Idiot. At the 
stretch turn Village Idio, beginning to fatigue, 
drifted in on Kingmaker, causing him to take 
up, and Whitley quickly opened up 2 lengths.

Hidden Talent, foaled April 25, 1956, at Clai- 
borne Farm, Paris, Ky., opened her 2-year-old sea- 
son on April 11 at Jamaica with a second-place 
finish to Ingenuity. She was second to Narrissa 
on May 30, and on July 7, in her third start, she 
beat a field of maidens by 6% lengths. On July 
16 she was second to Cobul in the Astoria Stakes. 
She won again on August 14, and in the best of 
her 5 remaining races she was third to Merry 
Hill and Cobul in a 1;4-mile event at Jamaica on 
October 27. 

In Hidden Talent’s first race of 1959, the 6- 
furlong Jasmine Stakes at Hialeah Park, she was 
unplaced and soundly beaten by Levelix. She raced 
twice more at Hialeah, winning at 6 and 7 fur- 
longs. On April 9 at Keeneland she was second to 
Lucy Locket at 6 furlongs. 

For the 6-furlong Ashland Stakes the Cain 
Hoy entry was second choice to Lucy Locket, and 
third in the betting was Darby Dan Farm’s Nar-

rissa, winner of her last 2 starts, at Gulfstream 
Park. Lucy Locket broke on top, and fer a half- 
mite she held a length lead over Narrissa, with 
Hidden Talent 2 lengths farther back in third 
place. When the pacemaker began to waken on 
the stretch bend, Narrissa took charge, and at the 
eighth-pole she held a length head over Hidden 
Talent, which thrust her head to the front near 
the end. 

Hidden Talent is the first foal of *Dangerous 
Dame, imported from England by Harry F. Gug- 
genheim when she was a_ yearling. She raced 
without distinction at 2, but her performances the 
next year were better than the bare summary of 
the record indicated. She ran against top company, 
and in her best form she was beaten a_half- 
length by Evening Out at 6 furlongs. She has a 
2-year-old filly by Dark Star and a yearling filly 
by Tom Fool, and will foal this year to the cover 
of Dedicate. 

Dark Star, winner of the 1953 Kentucky Derby, 
stands at Claiborne Farm. Hidden Talent was his 
first stakes winner.

Foaled April 10, 1955, at Claiborne Farm, Paris, 
Ky., Greek Chief was the fourth of 6 sons pro- 
duced by Greek Blond, a good race mare which 
Stoner Creek Stud had sold to Blenheim Farms 
for $3,000 at the 1947 Keeneland summer sales. 
Greek Blend was second in the 1948 Schuylerville 
Stakes and ended her career in $12,500 claiming 
races. 

When John S. Phipps died in April, 1958, his 
racing and breeding stock was divided between 
his sons, Hubert and Michael G. Phipps. Among 
the runners which Michael received was Greek 
Chief. 

Greek Blond in 1956 had been leased to Harry 
F. Guggenheim, for whom in 1957 she produced 
a colt by *Royal Charger. She then returned to 
Hubert Phipps, who has her at Rockburn Stud, 
Marshall, Va. Barren in 1958, she was to foal 
this year to the cover of *Tulyar. *Ambiorix, 
which stands at Claiborne, has one other stakes 
winner this year, the filly Level'x.

Early Skirmishes 


Paris. The first big race of the French 
season for older horses was marred by a 
double disqualification. Prince Aly Khan’s 
6-year-old Chief (Nearco—*Nikellora, by 
Vatellor) led the way into the final 
straight in the 114-mile Prix Ganay on 
April 5, then was attacked and beaten by 
Balbo and Malefaim. But Balbo had ham- 
pered 2 or 3 horses in making his drive 
along the rails, and Malefaim had veered 
in from an outside position, and both 
were disqualified, leaving first money to 
Chief. 

Preliminary tests of the classic genera- 
tion are further along in France than in 
England. But the early developments may 
be seen best, perhaps, if given against 
the background of 2-year-old racing. The 
leaders in the Handicap Optional, or Free 
Handicap:

Won 
his fifth start he won the 5-furlong Prix de 
second-class adversaries with great ease. 58 kilos. 

DAN CUPID, Native Dancer—Vixenette, by 
*Sickle. After winning twice, this American colt 
got a poor start in the Prix Robert Papin and 
finished fourth; then he was bumped by Bleep 
Bleep in the Prix Morny and finished third. In 
his fifth start he won the 5-furlong Prix de 
Sablonville in the second-fastest time for the 
course. At Newmarket he made the pace in the 


Middle Park Stakes, fought back gamely when 
passed by Masham, and finished second, beaten a 
length. 58 kilos. 

MINSTREL, Vieux Manoir—Sweet Talk, by 
*Ardan. Third in Grand Criterium; 2 wins, 3 
seconds in 6 starts. 57% kilos. 

GINETTA, *Tulyar—*Diableretta, by Dante. 
Ran 8 times, at 4 and 5 furlongs; won 3 at Deau- 
ville, then. easily took Prix d’Arenberg at Long- 
champ; also second to 3-year-old Edellic in Prix 
de VAbbaye de Longchamp: unplaced twice in 
England. 56% kilos. 

PRINCILLON, Prince Bio—*Benane, by Big 
Game. Won second and third starts brilliantly, 
breaking 1,400-meter record at Longchamp, but 
failed completely in Grand Criterium. 56% kilos. 

SABRE JET, Sicambre—Jet High, by Hyperion. 
Bred in England, by French sire, owned and 
trained in Belgium, where she won Criterium 
National and 3 other races; beaten only a head 
by Tiepo'etto in the one-mile Prix des Chenes, 
but disqualified for interfering with *Oceanic.

Tiepoletto has met with an accident 
which will keep him out of competition 
until late in the season. *Oceanic has 
gone to the U. S. Taboun won the one- 
mile Prix Djebel at Maisons-Laffitte on 
April 10 in such impressive manner as to 
make him favorite for the Two Thousand 
Guineas. Five days earlier Apollo had 
finished a moderate fourth in the 114- 
mile Prix de Guiche, won by Taboun’s 
stablemate Saint Crespin, winner of the 
1958 Imperial Produce Stakes. 

Saint Crespin (Aureole—Neocracy, by 
Nearco) was not ranked in either the 
British or the French Free Handicap, but 
after the Prix de Guiche he became a 4- 
to-1 favorite for the Epsom Derby. 

Dan Cupid made his reappearance with 
an easy victory in the 7-furlong Prix de 
Saint-James at Longchamp April 12. Min- 
strel made his first start of the season in 
the 114-mile Prix Lagrange at Maisons- 
Laffitte April 1. finishing fourth; the 
winner was Regent, a_ half-brother, by 
Tantieme, to the great filly Bella Paola. 

Sabre Jet won her first start of the 
season in Belgium, beating one of the 
best colts. JEAN ROMANET.

PART ONE: 


Schneider 


By Gites E. Wricut 


Los Ance.rs. Early in 1921, a little 
more than half his lifetime ago, Hy 
Schneider was at his sports editor desk 
at the El Paso Times when Bill (Catfish) 
Carroll telephoned from the railroad sta- 
tion. 

“There was a 40-minute layover there 
for horsemen shipping from West to 
East. and I always reminded trainers to 
call me.” Hy explained. “I also had people 
at the station alerted to phone me, for 
I could get racing news that way and | 
wanted to keep interest in the sport alive 
in that area. When I got a call, 'd hop 
a jitney and hurry to the station. 

“Mr. Carroll. as I always called him, 
was a reserved man, never too talkative, 
but this day he told me at once that he 
had a horse to sell which ought to clean 
up on all the short horses racing around 
there. It was named for some Russian, Mr. 
Carroll said, and Mr. A. B. Spreckels 
had insisted that he take the colt east, 
although it meant overloading the rail- 
road car. Mr. Carroll said Mr. Spreckels 
had suggested he might be able to sell it 
on the way. 

“Mr. Carroll had raced around Juarez 
enough to know the Texas interest in 
short horse racing. They ran along the 
Rio Grande and also at Washington Park, 
a recreational spot just out of El Paso 
which had a race track. These races 
weren't publicized, but word got around. 
and the interest and side betting was 
tremendous, so much so that the $1,750 
Mr. Carroll was asking for the horse was 
cheap enough. 


“T couldn’t buy the horse, but I thought 
of Roy Martin at once. He had a deep in- 
terest in horses and was good with them, 
just as he was with his hands doing me- 
chanical things. Later, you know, he got 
to be a big man in the automotive field 
and developed Woodvale Farm in Ken- 
tucky. In a partnership, he had Goyamo. 
third choice in the 1954 Kentucky Derby 
which ran fourth shortly before Roy died. 

“When I phoned, I got Bill Crawford. 
Roy’s office manager. Bill had a husky 
voice as a result of the pulmonary ail- 
ment which sent him to El Paso originally 
and he rasped out that he couldn’t come 
down to see the horse and anyway he 
and Roy didn’t want any. Finally, he 
talked to Roy and came back with the 
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same answer: Roy had too many other 
things to do to fool with Quarter Horses 
at that time. 


“So the little horse went on to New

York, won all 11 of his starts that year 
and his first the next, which happened 
to be the 1922 Kentucky Derby, the big 
race that eluded Roy in his last minutes 
of life. The quick little horse was Mor- 
vich, of course.” 

This is one of the countless racing in- 
cidents that emerges when Hy riffles his 
file of reminiscences. On May 6, 1959, he 
reaches the 75-year marker, 65 of which 
have been spent in the news business and 
nearly as many following the horses. But 
he still tramps the backstretch with a re- 
silient step and erect carriage, seeking 
news, visiting friends ranging from hot 
walkers to top trainers and owners, always 
alert to make new ones. Probably anyone 
he spends an hour with is classified by 
him as a friend and treated as such for- 
evermore. A man doesn’t have to have a 
story worth publishing. Hy can tell a 
story about everyone he knows, some inci- 
dent in the person’s life which, to Hy. 
makes the individual interesting and 
worth knowing. 

The amount of money he passes out 
annually to friends temporarily in need 


can only be guessed at. Hy would never 
tell. But no one ever followed him for 
long on a backstretch without seeing this 
scene enacted: Hy and a friend chat, 
then Hy’s hand snakes into his left trouser 
pocket, comes out, and during casual 
gestures passes across the palm of the 
friend. Hy carries bills in this pocket to 
facilitate passing them on without em- 
barrassment to the receiver. He doesn’t 
wait for the friend-in-need to seek him 
out either. One oldtimer who had an ex- 
tended illness told of Hy looking him up 
to say he had a $100 bill with his name 
on it. 


“IT didn’t need it, but imagine him doing 
that.” the man said. “Why, I never knew 
of anything like it in more than 50 years 
around tracks. If he ever needs anything. 
and I hope he doesn’t, I sure want to hear 
about it, so 1 can do my share.” 

Hy does not look on the transactions as 
actual loans, explaining. “If I have a little 
more than I need and a friend doesn’t. 
why it’s only right I should help. I’m not 
doing anything unusual.” 

Maybe not, but a lifetime of this does 
not go unnoticed, and through the years 
Hy has attained a unique stature. During 
a visit to Santa Anita, Joe Estes. who 
has known Hy since they both worked to- 
gether in New York more than 25 years 
ago, summed it up this way: “Hy has be- 
come a race track tradition but doesn’t 
recognize the fact. Suggest writing a 
piece about him and some of his mem- 
ories and he'll tell you not to waste the 
space on him but to give it to the horses.” 


In due time, the suggestion was made 
and Hy said: “I’m not worth space like 
that. Give it to horses that are.” Prob- 
ably it was taking unfair advantage, but 
it was mentioned he’d be doing the writer 
a favor. That got him. of course. He’s a 
patsy for a favor. 

Shortly before he was 10, on May 6, 
1894, Hy became a printer’s devil on the 
weekly Budget at Apollonia, Wisc. Three 
months after starting to handle type, he 
was adept at it. and by the time he was 
12 he was on the road, seeing the West as 
a tramp printer. Within a couple of years 
the grapevine brought word the Budget’s 
publisher was ill and needed “Skinny” 
Schneider, so Hy went back. Before he 
had need of a razor, he was editor and 
publisher. Only editorials on things like 
the tariff and budget stumped him. and 
Hy solved this by substituting personals 
from correspondents in the surrounding 
area. Circulation jumped 50 per cent. 

He hunted and fished for a lumber 
camp in northern Wisconsin for 6 or 7 
months. 

“I was carried on the payroll as a time- 
keeper, but my job was to provide venison 
and fish for the 150 men. I'd average a 
couple of bucks a week, only shooting the 
big ones which would dress out around 
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150 to 160 pounds each. The muskies I 
caught trolling ranged from 6 to 11 
pounds in size. I was paid 6 cents a 
pound for both the fish and venison, and 
it was a good job for a 14-year-old who 
liked the woods.” 

In later years, though, Hy’s inherently 
kind nature made him stop hunting. 
Sambo, an aging cat, is his chief com- 
panion in the good-sized home he has 
lived in most of the time he has been in 
Los Angeles. Hy talks to Sambo as he 
would to a human, and the cat has his 
say, too. 

When he was 17, Hy was foreman of a 
print shop at Hibbing, Minn. He had be- 
come proficient with stage lighting for 
infrequent theatrical productions, and was 
taking boxing lessons from an English- 
man. 

“John L. Sullivan came to town for a 
one-night stand,” Hy recalled. “He was in 
his middle 40’s then, sort of grizzled and 
on the temperance road. which naturally 
was popular with church people and 
other temperance groups. He had with 
him a sparring partner named Cutler and 
a wife, about 20, as pretty as could be. 


“Cutler got smacked by a friend of 
mine in a bar and broke his leg on the 
brass rail in the fall. Next day John L. 
saw me sparring at the theater and asked. 
in his big bass, if I thought I could stand 
up to him for 3 rounds. 2 minutes each.

I said, ‘No. sir.” and meant it. He insisted 
that he wouldn’t hurt me and I finally 
agreed because | couldn’t think of a way 
to get out of it. 

“Well, sir, during the 3 rounds the 
only time I didn’t have his left glove in 
my face he had me tied up, and over my 
shoulder was telling the audience how a 
youth in his prime should beat an old 
man like him and how it showed what 
clean living would do. Everyone loved 
it. except me. I felt like a boob. Later, 
John L. assured me I did all right, al- 
though he said I'd never be a champion. 
I didn’t eat enough, the Boston strong boy 
added. 

“T sure enough didn’t cast much of a 
shadow until after I was married in my 
30’s. Until then I never weighed more 
than 130. and when you spread that kind 
of weight over a 6-foot-4-inch frame it 
makes the nicknames of Skinny and Slim 
inevitable. In profile, my most prominent 
feature was my Adam’s apple and_ it 
looked like a bucket going up and down 
a well. But. gee, there was the racing in 
the afternoons, the sporting life at night. 
and somewhere in there I had to work a 
shift in a composing room, so there wasn’t 
much time for sleeping, or eating either.” 

Quarter Horse contests in the Wisconsin 
woods, harness races at Duluth, and mixed 
meetings at Kalispell, Mont., had Hy’s 
blood so charged with the thrills of racing 


by the time he was 2] that in the fall of 
1905 he headed for a Thoroughbred meet- 
ing at Spokane. At Helena, Mont., he 
spotted a thoroughly unhappy and broke 
young man whom Hy correctly surmised 
to be another tramp printer. It seemed 
the young man’s wife had left Canada 
with another man, and he was en route 
to San Francisco, hoping to catch up with 
them. Hy took Charlie in tow. 

Did Hy have enough money for 2? 

“Well, no, but I knew this beanery in 
Helena where you could get a big meal 
for 50 cents, and I had a dollar. That 
was enough for the 2 of us.” 

They ate, and that night, as Hy was 
chécking Charlie’s posture on the rods of 
their freight car, he discovered the young 
man had a $2 pistol. Hy talked him out 
of it, pitched it away, and then persuaded 
Charlie to go to Spokane before trying 
San Francisco. At Spokane, because of 
his familiarity with racing, Hy was picked 
from a lineup of extra printers to hand-set 
type as the race was called, the forms 
then going to town to the printer. 

“T got an advance and had a couple of 
dollars left when Charlie came to the 
pressbox asking to bet on a hunch, a 
horse called Lucky Lad. It was 100 to 1, 
and I said we needed the money to eat 
on. but he got to crying and I was so 
embarrassed [I gave him the money so 
he’d leave. Derned if the horse didn’t

win. We split the $202 and Charlie agreed 
to go back to Montreal. I'd hear from 
him now and then, and he did all right.” 
Hy said it with deep satisfaction. 

He followed the mountain circuit, to 
Salt Lake City. Denver. Butte, Great 
Falls, Anaconda, and Coeur d’Alene. He 
worked for Marcus Daly’s Anaconda 
Standard and recalled that Daly. like 
Marse Henry Watterson in Louisville. 
liked to drop by the hangout of printers 
and buy drinks. 

“Daly would laugh and say that he 
had 35 printers and 3.500 miners, yet the 
printers caused him 10 times more trouble. 
Marse Henry was the only man I ever 
saw eat raw oysters with his fingers. In 
those days, Butte and Anaconda were 
great racing centers. Ladies of the evening 
weuld go to the track with handbags 
full of gold.” 

At Salt Lake City, Hy met another 
tramp printer, Roi Tolleson. They became 
lifelong friends and fellow searchers for 
a mathematical formula which would 
measure accurately the track performances 
of horses. According to Hy, Roi was the 
nearest thing to a genius, if he really 
wasn’t one, that he ever came across, and 
a top handicapper in any league. 

In 1910 Juarez beckoned, and Hy went 
to El Paso for the second meeting of the 
track across the border. From Col. Matt 
Winn and other top executives Hy soon 
learned full particulars of the track’s 
start, and Juarez is probably the most 
fertile of all his fields of memory. When 
recalling incidents, his big frame, now 
well over 200 pounds, shakes with laugh- 
ter and the keen eyes, below the bird- 
nest eyebrows, sparkle with delight.

EVERYTHING ON RACING 
RARE, OUT-OF-PRINT AND CURRENT

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tracks are not of themselves detrimental 
to the racing industry. Every industry 
must sustain an approximate long-term 
productivity gain of about 3. per cent. 
era from 1929-57, compounded annually. 

Consider the desired rate of growth as 
increased activity and not increased money 
revenue. Money is a very imperfect unit 
of measurement, because the real value or 
purchasing power of money changes as 
prices rise and fall. For the past 20 years 
the dollar has been deteriorating at such 
a rate that the dollar of 1939 will now 
purchase only 39 cents worth of goods 
and services. 

With the ever-growing national market 
and the deterioration of the dollar it 
would seem reasonable to assume that 
the racing industry should grow in total 
real activity at an annual rate of 3 per 
cent; add to this real increased figure 
the inflationary factor, and you have an 
anpual increase of about 5 per cent com- 
pounded. 


Considering that every dollar handled 
in 1939 represents $5.25 in today’s econ- 
ony. any business that has increased its 
revenues 514 times in the last 20 years 
has merely remained static relative to any 
real gains in the total economic picture. 
The higher echelons of racing should 
squarely face up to the challenge of a 
crowing economy with greatly increased 
production of goods and services through 


greater productivity and a reduced work 
week. 

Since 1939 the work week has been 
reduced; real production has in- 
creasing at an annual rate of almost 3 per 
cent compounded. Vacations are common- 
place in many cases representing 2 or 3 
weeks per year; in addition. employees 
are given 5 or 6 paid holidays. Since 
the amount of leisure time is rapidly in- 
creasing for many workers. it would seem 
reasonable to assume that the racing in- 
dustry should command an ever-increasing 
relative position in the total composition 
of the economy. Racing is a leisure-time 
sport for most of its participants and as 
their leisure time increases their activity 
at the various racing associations could 
be expected to increase proportionately. 
Therefore. I contend that in total activity 
racing should increase its revenues 5 per 
cent a year; in addition, as leisure time 


increases. so should the relative activits 
in the racing industry. 

In any specific political subdivision 
there exists a capacity for the utilization 
of a certain amount of racing, as related 
to the total economic resources of the 
avea. As these economic resources grow. 
so does the capacity to utilize additional. 
in absolute. racing days. races and race 
tracks. 

I am merely suggesting that, had you 
increased the frog’s absolute consumption 
of air in relation to a constantly growing 
size. there would have been no disruption 
of the basic ratio of air to size of frog. 
It is when the relative take-out activity 
in any area exceeds some unknown degree 
that the principles of the and 
frog apply.

The executives of racing should. strive 
ter increased revenues through better 
utilization of the factors of production 
that constitute the racing industry and at 
the same time maintain or even reduce 
the relative take-out from the state gov- 
ernments. The future of racing depends 
upon healthy growth. new facilities. im- 
proved service and a strong desire to serve 
the racing public.
